WASHINGTON, Jan. 2. — Secretary 
Lansing today made public a summary 
of the. confidential report of Colonel 
E. M. House, who went to Europe as 
the head of the special war mission sent 
by President Wilson to.the Paris Allied 
Council. . 

The pivotal recommendation made. by 
the House commission is that American 
fighting forces be sent to France “* with 
the least possible delay incident to 
training and equipment.” This is ac- 
companied by recommendations that the 
United ‘States government speed up its 
war plans in every possible manner and 
that the shipping program be rushed. 

Colonel House’s recommendations are 
in line with suggestions that have been 
made by American officers returning 
from Europe, one of whom, it was 
learned today, urges that the United 
States Government should carry for- 
ward, as rapidly as possible, plans for 
increasing to. approximately 5,000,000 
men, the number of troops to be sent 
to Europe during 1918 and 1919. 

It is also in line with the appeal that 
has been made by General Pétain that 
the United States send troops to Frapce 
as rapidly as possible. .Thé report-made 
by Colonel House shows that Engiand 
and France have guaranteed that they 
will be able to furnish all.the equip- 
ment that will be needed for all the 
American. forces that can be sent to 
France during the. year 1918. 


The Recommendations.

“‘“That the United States exert all 
their influence to secure the entire unity 
of effort, military, naval and economic, 
between themselves and the countries 
associated with them in the war.

Eisenman Puts Blame for Lack 
Of Uniforms and Blankets 
on Quartermaster. 


CLASHES WITH . SENATORS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.,—Blame for 

the shortage in uniform and blanket 
equipment of army training camps was 
put’ by Charles Eisenman, Vice Chair- 
man of the Supply Committee of the 
Council of National Defense, upon the 
Quartermaster General’s Department, in 
evidence today before the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. 
r-Mr. Eisenman, who was put tinwaale a 
severe examination, defended his own 
committee against any delinquency.” He 
maintained that the Supply Committee, 
of which he is the active head, had car- 
ried /out the work of parceling out con- 
tracts and hurrying the manufacture of 
equipment, but that the Quartermaster 
General’s Department had. failed to get 
the equipment to the camps. ; 
, Although sufficient blankets had been 
made to supply all the men in camp, 
Mr. Eisenman said, the Quartermaster 
General’s Department blundered in ship- 
ping too many blankets. to some camps, 
while others had none. The department, 
he said, was also at fault in not having 
informed the Supply Committee as to ex- 
actly how many uniforms would be 
needed, this causing delay in getting the 
uniforms manufactured. 

Senators questioned Mr. Eisenman 
about contracts given to various mem- 
bers of.the Supply Committee, the wit- 
ness testifying that nearly all of. them 
were engaged in supplying the Govern- 
ment with equipment for the army. Sen- 
ator McKellar brought out that, the Sup- 
ply Committee members did not vote on 
contracts in which their firms were di- 
rectly. interested.

At the sameAime the trans- 
fer of locomotives, without regard to 
their. ownership, to the congested sec- 
tions, it is felt, will shortly bring about 
a great improvement. Y) 


To Speed Locomotive Buildiug. 


It is expected that Government control 
will add impetus to efforts to obtain the 
raptd construction of new engines. Con- 
ferences -will be held with: Government 
officials to.determine the largest allot- 
ments of steel and other necessary ma- 
terials available for‘such a program.

If} 
the Allies go decide and are willing to 
bear the cost and suffering and myriad 
uncertainties of a potionses war we can 
probably outlast Germany, but we can- 
not hope to reach such an end in less 
than two years from next Spring, when 
the full strength of Americans will have 
come into action.’ 

' After discussing what two and a half 
‘more years of war may mean to the 
world, ‘‘'a universal collapse, general 
chaos in which thrones will disappear 
and foundations of society be shaken,’ 
Sir Algernon continues: 

“Now statesmanship is inspired by 
common sense, It tells us that we must 
accommodate our aims to our strength. 
Refusal to publish war aims is weaken- 
ing both the Government and nation.

y we are disillusioned. We have 
been shocked by the publication of 
secret treaties, which disclose dreams 
of annexation which would have seemed 
immoderate to Alexander or Napoleon. 
Men will fight to the last and without 
counting the cost for a pure cause and 
they will be er. ht, but for gross and 
material aims they will only fight so 
long’ as the cost is not disproportionate 
to the end.

“The ambitions of the Allies should be 
clearly defined and publicly stated.

My. Smith believes that the sbtivetie 
can haul the traffic offered to them if 
no abuse is made of the use of their 
facilities. There has been such abuse, 
he holds, and he believes it can be re- 
nioved by ‘the enforcement of the orders 
issued by him to the Eastern railroads. 
He doesn’t believe the railroads have 
failed in their task so much as they 
have’ been hampered by circumstances 
Government operation will remove.

SCHOOL BOARD ORGANIZED. |! 


First Official Act Directed Against 
the Gary System. 


The new Board of Education of seven 
inembers, appointed by Mayor Hylan to 
carry on .the: work formerly done by 
forty-six. members, met for the firat 
time yesterday. A temporary “organiza- 
tion was effected and Arthur’S. Somers 
of Brooklyn was elected President. 
Recognizing the great amount of work 
neéessary, the board decided to meet 
every Wednesday afternoon at 4 o'clock 
instead of every fortnight as had been 
the custom of the previous board. 

The first concrete act in the drive 
against the Gary schools was the notifi- 
cation. sent to the new board by City 
Superintendent Maxwell of the transfer 
of cer tent District. Superintendents. Jo- 
eeph §S. Taylor. who was active in the 
egg of the Gary schools in the 
Bronx, wan te ransferred to the district 
of Joseph H. Wade in Manhattan. There 
are no Gary schools in Mr. Wade's dis- 
trict, which embraced the section, from 
about igs -eighth to Ninetieth 
Street. Mr. Wade ey! charge. of Mr. 
Taylor's district in the Bronx. 

Another significant fact in the policy 
of eliminating the’ Gary system was 
the transfer by Mr. Maxwell of William 
McAndrew, Superintendent in charge 
of duplicate schools, to the post of 
Superintendent in charge of elementary 
schools, occupied by Clarence Meleney. 
Mr. Meleney, , whose mind has always 
been ‘open’? .on the Gary schools, 
takes Mr. McAndrew" 8 place. 

Tentative by-laws were adopted,. and 
a committee, consisting of rank D. 
Wilsey, Mrs. Emma L. Murray, and 
George J. Ryan,..was appointed to con- 
sider the question of drawing up per- 
manent_ by-laws. Mr. Wilsey was 
elected Vice President of the board.

AN ARMY FACING DISASTER. 

At last Winter has come to the relief 
of the Italians and their French and 
British allies in the ‘Venetian Alps, 
where the Austro-Germans for a 
month and more have been trying to 
force the mountain wall through which 
the Brenta cleaves a passage to the 
plains. Their objective has been Bas 
sano. Possession of that city and fts 
railroad station would turn. the 
Italian left and compel the centre 
and right to retreat from the line 
of the Piave with an' active enemy in 
pursuit. In the low country there are 
excellent highways, as well as two rail- 
roads, one running through Vicenza 
and the other through Padua. 

Debouching from the mountain gate- 
way just north of Bassano, the invad- 
ers would win a strategic advantage 
of the first order. It was a signal 
achievement to turn the Italian left on 
the Isonzo and undo in a few days of 
furious assault the elaborate and costly 
work that had given the Italiang 
Gorizia and the fringe of the Carso 
plateau in Austrian territory; but 
enemy emergence on the plain from 
the Trentino would expose the Italians 
to. incaloulable hazards and embar- 
rassm Climatic conditions could 
no-} avail them; the Austro-Ger 
tans $5uld be able to make ‘a Winter 
campaign, certainly as “far,as the 
Adige, if the Italians were. fortunate 
enough to withdraw 1 
out serious puntos to’ 
fense. 

The new year has come in with 
blizzard weather, choking the gorges 
with snows and bringing arctic 
temperatures. While Autumn tarried 
on the guardian peaks, which the 
Austro-Germans had to clear before 
an advance could take place along the 
railroad and the two highways paral- 
lel with it, progress with occasional 
checks was stea(dlly, if slowly, made. 
As late as four days ago a ridge car- 
ried by the French infantry with char- 
acteristic dash was bare. But appar- 
ently operations. will now have to be 
discontinued by both sides. For the 
invaders (not for the defenders, with 
a@ good railroad system behind them) 
the setting in of Winter, bitter and re- 
lentless, means privation and, diffi- 
culties it was their plan to escape 
by a rapid and irresistible advance. 
Several feet of snow is the rule in 
those Alps at this season of the year. 
Luck has deserted the Teutonic armies 
on what seemed to be the threshold of 
success. The degree of cold in their 
camps may be judged from a zero 
temperature reported at Lyons. The 
whole mountain country as far to the 
north as the Vosges is snowbound, and

The Bae a problems for the Austro- | 
German commander fa to keep his 
troops rationed over a single railroad 
buried in snow. In addition, he must 
protect them, if it can be done, from 
cold severer than the Grande Armée 
ever encountered on its retreat from 
Moscow. As a. matter of fact, the 
Beresina was not even frozen over 
when the straggling and disorganized 
French troops reached it, and at no 
time during the retreat In the late 
Autumn, an abnormally mild season, 
did the soldiers of Oupimor, Nr, and 
ViceToR suffer as much from frost as 
from the collapse of marching dis- 
cipline due to a realization that the 
campaign which had carried them 500 
miles into the heart of Russia was 
lost. 

Practicable it may be for the Austro- 
German invaders to dig out their sin- 
gle railroad, but {t will have to be 
done quickly. To keep it clear will 
become a tremendous task. Already 
regiments are sald to be crippled with 
the cold and in a state of starvation. 
Unless they are relieved, surrenders 
to the enemy may follow, in spite of 
iron German discipline. 

An opportunity now comes to Gen- 
eral Diaz to assume and press the of- 
fensive on the line of the Piave with 
the design of turning the Austrian 
left and driving the enemy from 
Italian soil. Its army fn the north: 

He seems 
to be losing no time. ‘ Already the 
Austrians have been ousted with 
heavy losses from the Zenson bend on 
the river nineteen miles from Venice, 
where they held a bridgehead.

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LIGHT AMONG THE TAVARISHI. 
Undoubdtedly the most acute, pene- 
trating intellect that the rise of the 
Bolsheviki has yet disclosed to the 
world is that of Comrade KaMENEFY, 
member of the Russian peace delega- 
tion at Brest-Litovsk. There is no 
keeping anything from KAMENEFTF. 
He has discovered, and has reported 
to his Bolshevist compeers at Petro- 
grad, that the German terms “ show 
“the positive annexation plans of the 
“Central Powers.” Incredibly shrewd 
is KaAMENEFF. He has discovered that 
the Germans mean to hang on to what 
they have got.

. It is to be suspected that the Ger- 
mans have contributed to the enlight- 
enment of Tavarish KAMENEFF, and 
through him of the Bolsheviki, by 
what is known in our own idiom as 
“ coarse. work.” They crudely in- 
formed the assembled tavarishi: that 
they intended to retain garrisons at 
Libau, Riga, and elsewhere, and to 
separate Poland and Lithuania per- 
manently from Russia. PondeHMng on 
these impolite revelations, the Bol- 
sheviki slowly arrived at the astound- 
ing conclusion that the Germans 
meant, by “no annexations,” .“ no 
annexations by.-you.”

ure,” or “ when the swallows home- 
ward fly,” or “ when the robins nest 
again,” or something soothing and in- 
definite like that. If it had been Dng- 
land that they were dealing with, or 
France, most assurédly they would 
have been a little more careful of the 
feelings of the party of the second 
part. At Brest-Litovsk the smooth 
German becomes. rough, the adroit 
artist in camouflage grows careless, 
indifferent. There is no use wasting 
astuteness on a prisoner. .

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BREAKING THE RAILWAY BLOCK- 
ADE. . 

The Government's “strong arm” 
wields a big stick and has begun 
thwacking those to blame for the 
obstruction of railway service. The 
assistant of Director General McAnoo, 
President SMITH, orders all Eastern 
lines thus: , 

You are authorized to disregard 
priority orders to the extent necessary 
to clear up a. serious congestion. * * * 

Embargo any consignee who does 
not release freight promptly on ar- 
rival. 

So far as practicable, annul pas- 
senger trains, which interfere with 
giving necessary freight service. 

In other words, the delinquents are 
not the railways, but those who have 
been giving them bad orders, and 
who have been complaining of bad 
service. It has been testified that 
priority transportation was ordered 
for ship anchors before the ships were 
built. It was said on behalf of the 
committee charged with clearing up 
the local congestion of freight: 

There is a concern in Brooklyn 
which deals in metals, which some- 
times has as many as twenty cars 
which they hold as long as forty or 
fifty days without releasing them. 
At present they have five cars which* 
they have held for three weeks. They 
have been notified to unload the cars 
immediately so that the cars can be 
used for other purposes. 

Multiply that case by thousands 
andthe clue to the “shortage” of 
cars is too clear to be missed. There 
are cars enough for transportation, 
but it would not be possible or de- 
sirable to furnish cars enough for 
‘warehousing goods which consignees 
wished to store in this manner until 
the market suited them. When the 
consignees of goods have released the 
cars they hold idle, there is a prospect 
that the movement of freight will be 
as surprising in the opening year as 
it was in the year just closed. Now 
there are 180,000 tons of coal just 
across the river, at the end of rail- 
way transportation. Why blame the 
railways for not carrying coal enough 
when already they have carried so 
‘much that the cars delivered congest 
the tracks? More cars would not 
have carried more coal to consumers, 
but would have increased the diffi 
culties of moving the cars. Why 
blame the mines for not producing 
more coal, when already they have 
produced more than has reached con- 
sumers, and, incidentally, a million 
more tons a week than was ever 
produced or moved before? 

The trouble {n the coal trade, like the 
trouble in the railway field, lies out- 
side of those held responsible. ‘With 
the best intentions, Cabinet officers 
ordered the annulment of a trade ar- 
rangement. which would have produced 
more coal, and {t was resolved to dis- 
tribute coal without the assistance of 
the trade, so that there might be no 
suspicion of undue influence. Never- 
theless, the trade was so well con- 
vinced of the good intentions of the 
Coal Administrator that it approved 
his acts, and is ready to-co-operate 
with him -when trade knowledge is 
thought worth having until undue in- 
fluence is proved rather than feared. 
The order for the reduction of pas- 
senger accommodations removed scores 
of trains on more than one read. Such 


‘trains.were the method by which rail- 


ways competed when they - were 
ordered to compete without cutting 


r|rates. The effort to please the people 


and to attract traffic has driven freight 
off their lines. Now their engines and 
costly terminals will be available for 
sérvice more wanted than de luxe 
trains. 

That the railway men knew what 
the case called for is shown by the 
difference between their orders and 
the official orders. Now, as previous- 
ly, the railways appear better fitted 
‘to serve than Government to order 
service, and of a dispasition to serye 
beyond dispute and above praise. The 
promptness and thoroughness with 
which -Government has reformed the 


traditional official obstruction of ‘the | 


railways also is praiseworthy. . It has 
helped the railways as no other assiat- 
ance could, But it should be remem- 


Rus. bered how and why the railways did 
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men could give some sort of an answer

Terminal Building station, in nhat- 
tan, to Hoboken, when it was half way 
through the tunnel. The passengers, 
many. of them women, left the train 
and walked back through the smoke to 
the Manhattan station. Smoke from 
the tube poured inte the Hudson Termi- 
nal Byll ne. and a fire alarm brought 
Acting Chief Donohue to the scene. 
When he arrived the passengers were 
walki into the station with. handker- 
chiefs..held to their noses. Several wo- 
men, it was said, fainted, and had to be 
helped along the tracks under the river. 

‘The place where the accident occurred 
was said by Traffic uperintendent 
Klupp to be 100 feet lower than the 
train level at the Hudson Terminal 

Building. Chief Donohue would not 
allow traffic to be resumed in the tube 
for two hours. It was said that the 
blowout occurred yn nearer the 
Jersey shore than to nhattan. Trains 
to Newark were switched from the 
Hoboken tracks to other tubes because 
of the tieuyp, and when the Jersey shore 
was reached they were switched back 
to the Newark line.

This action, Solicitor General Davis 
explained, was taken because the Gov- 
ernment wants co-operation from the 
business {interests of the country. The 
suits postponed are those of the Govern- 
ment against the United Shoé Machinery 
Company, the. International Harvester 
Company, the United States ‘Steel Cor- 
poration, the Eastman Kodak Company, 
the American Can Company, ‘the Quaker 
Oats Company, and theé Cofn Peoaytey 
Refining Company~ te 

““In order that the Government: es: ‘this 
time of stress may not meet with com- 
petition from private enterprises in its 
financial operations,’ ‘said the> Govern- 
ment’s brief filed in connection with the 
motion, *‘ and the flotation of its loans, 
the Treasury Department has‘ beén con- 
strained to urge that.all private financ- 
ing on a large scale shall be avoided as 
far as is at all possible. 

““It is quite clear that the dissolutions 
which are sought in the pending cases 
will require financial operations on a 
large scale if they are to be genuine and 
effective. Important. as the remedy 
sought in these cases is believéd to be, 
it must-give place for the moment to the 
paramount needs of the hour.’’ 


Steel and Shoe Concerns Protest. 


Attorneys for the Steel Corporation 
and the Shoe Machinery Company gave 
notice that objections to the Govern- 
ment’s notion would be made, and the 
court granted them until Friday to file 
their briefs in opposition. _ The motion 
to continue the other cases was granted 
by the court. 

In opposing the Government’s motion, 
the Steel Corporation contended that a 
decision should be rendered in the ‘suit 
against it as soon as possible, as delay 
was unfair to the corporation, its stock- 
holders, and employes. 

“The corporation has been compelled 
to make and is now making large. in- 
vestments in additional plant facilities 
and otherwise to meet the requirements 
ot the Government,"’ said’ a memoran- 
dum filed with the court. ‘* These ex- 
Penditures Log result in great. embar- 
rassment and loss to the corporation in 
case it is dissolved. It onght- not, 
therefore, to .be required to continue 
them in a state of uncertainty as to its 
future longer than is absolutely neces-
